Three Lives Lost ~The Captain's

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.), April 29.— 
[By the Associated Press.] The steamer 
H. B. Plant of the St. Johns River line 
was burned this morning in Beresford 
Lake, 100 miles south of this city, 
causing the loss of three lives; one 
deck passenger, Jobn Collins; one 
deck-hand, Alber: Mallory aud a walter 
boy, all colored. 

When the alarm sounded the entire 
forward part of the vessel was ablaze.

The Bond Proposition Progressing 

Harbor Work—Ruction, 
San PEDRO, April 29.—[Correspond- 
encé of Tar Times.| The meeting of 
citizens called at thé suggestion of the 


Board of Trustees to consider and ex- 


press an opinion of the question of 
issuing the bonds of the city for the 
purpose of muni¢ipal improvements 
was held last evening in the City Hall, 
and there was a very large attendance. 
There was manifested earnest interést 
in the proposed action, #hd it was 
thoroughly discussed. The meéting 
was organized by calling Trustee N. O. 
Anderson to the chair, and electing 
Frank Kasson secretary. Resolutions

to bond the city for $40.000, the money 
so raised to be expended in street and 
other municipal improvements; and 
uppointing a committee of seven to 
cauvass the city for signatures ot voters 
to a petition to. the board to that end.

Potatoos 

The Pomona Timesis informed that 
Bettler & Dunlop intend to build a 
cold storage-house on the Chico ranch 
for the better preservation of vegeta- 
bles. It is understood they intend to 
muke a specialty of keeping potatoes. 
How it will be next year we cannot 
tell, but if anybody had kept in good 
order afew carlouds of potatoes for 
this year’s market they would have 
brought a nice little fortune. From 
Ii to 23 cents per pound have beeu paid 
for several mouths, and for many of ap 
inferior quality. 

[Une ot the leading grocers tells us 
that $10,000 per month have been sent 
east from this city during the past 
winter for potatoes. We asked him 
why this is done, when farmers can 
raise prolific crops of potatoes here 
indeed, two crops a year. “The 
reason,” he said, is that the farmers 
all bring their potatoes into market at 
the same season, and hence glut the 
market. They should plant so as to 
harvest the crop at different seasons. 
And another good plan would be to 
combine and erect cold storage ware- 
houses, so as*to be able to hold their 
crop for tair prices.“ and not be * the 
mercy of the middlemen. 

Aside from the stigma ingieged by 
having to buy our potatoes east, dt is a 
serious damage to this city for people 
to have to pay three cents a pound for 

tatoes. The rich, of course, can 
stand it, but the laboring classes cau- 
not, and uuything oppressive to them 
is an injury to the prosperity of any
